***  As  mentioned  in  our  last  report  the  leaf  worm  attack  is 
practically  over  in  the  South  Delta  with  very  little  damage.  In 
the  North  Delta  the  situation  is  more  serious,  as  both  extensive 
deposits  of  eggs  and  a  heavy  hatch  of  larvae  have  occurred. 

The  population  in  these  districts  is  not  dense  and  labour  is 
being  imported  from  Upper  Egypt  and  the  South  Delta  to  supply  the 
large  numbers  required.    Government  help  in  this  direction  is 
useful  and  may  mitigate  the  damage,  the  extent  of  which  will  only 
become  evident  after  a  week  or  two.
